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In response to the restriction requirement set forth in the Office Action mailed 
January 1 1, 2010, Applicants hereby elect Group I: Claims 1-21, drawn to the appartus for 
extracting gaseous, liquid and/or solid elements form a gaseous medium for examination with 
traverse. 

Applicants respectfully traverse the restriction requirement at least. According to 
M.P.E.P. §803, in order for a restriction requirement to be proper, "the invention must be 
independent or distinct as claimed" and there must be a serious burden on the examiner if 
restriction is required." Applicants submit that the subject matter of the claims in the present 
application is such that a search for the subject matter of Group I (i.e., claims 1-21) would 
overlap with a search for the subject matter of Group II (i.e., claims 22-25). The Examiner does 
not provide any evidence that it would be a serious burden for the Examiner to examine all the 
claims. Accordingly, for at least these reasons, Applicants respectfully request that the Examiner 
withdraw the restriction requirement and examine each of claims 1-25.
